The natives, however, continued to use the terms “‘pishi” and ‘“‘kibaba” to denote the new measures of 4 litres 
1 litre capacity, although the metric measures were of greater capacity than the actual native measures. . 

There exists also an unofficial but universally recognised unit of measure known as the “debe.” This 
applied to the European kerosene tin which, in consequence of its suitability for head porterage, has been ado 
the native as a convenient receptacle for the conveyance of grain to market. 

On the introduction of the metric system by the late German Government the official unit of weight b 
kilo and both the native measure “ratili” (pound) and the kilo are now in common use in the native market. —

Instruction has been given throughout the year in animal husbandry and management in health and disease, 
improved methods of ghee production and preparation of hides and skins, with obviously satisfactory results. 


Research and experimentation in the field of animal eugenics are being conducted in the Government Stock Farm, 
Klose to Dar es Salaam, from which stud animals are distributed to our various stations throughout the Territory. 
eding experiments have been and are being made with cattle, sheep and goats, both of the indigenous and imported 
trains, and the effects of crossing the African buffalo with the Indian will be observed later. During the year the 
frst result of mating a zebra mare with a Muscat donkey was born, and will in due course be the subject of investiga- 
s on the utility of such an animal for domestic purposes and its relative tolerance to trypansomiasis and other 
ses. 


The Pathological Laboratory and Serum Institute, Mpwapwa, in addition to its other functions, prepared 
in adequate supply of anti-rinderpest serum for our own requirements and exported that product to adjacent dependencies 
% the value of close on £4,000. The total amount of anti-rinderpest serum manufactured during the year was 
ately five million cubic centimetres, which could have been increased had the necessity arisen.

; he bulk of the area alienated during the year under review was for cotton and sisal cultivation, near the Central 
ilway. 
Many plots have been granted in the trading centres, and also in the new cotton market centres along the Central 
silway and in the Lindi and Mwanza district. 


Only a few areas were granted in the Rungwe district and none in the Iringa district, pending the completion of 
flying survey to ascertain what lands were available in these districts. The survey was completed at the end of 
he year. 


One ginnery site and twenty-three factory and godown sites were alienated during the year. 





Mining. Diamonds. The principal item of interest during tle year was the existence of a diamond field at 
ki, Mwanza, being definitely established. Over 130 claims have been pegged comprising an area of some 5 
quare miles, though a centre group of 14 claims only has so far shewn anything tangible in 411 carats of diamonds of 
'guperior quality which were obtained in the course of testing. Machinery is now being installed on some of the 
ims which should enable a good output for 1926 to be expected. 


. Mica. The output of Mica has increased to an extent of approximately 25 per cent over 1924. Morogoro 
roduced 36 tons, Ufipa 27 tons and Usambara 4% tons. Ex-enemy mining properties which had formerly been 
ed to the Government have been thrown open, thus allowing a larger area to be exploited. 


Gold Reef. The output from the Mwanza district for the year was only 152 ozs as against 309 ozs for 1924, the 
production being chiefly due to scarcity of labour and to claim-holders concentrating on development work and 
tion of machinery. 


The Sekenke Gold Mine produced 808 ozs, but for the last quarter of the year there was no output owing to 
ovations to plant being necessary. 


Gold Alluvial. The output from the Lupa River area has increased, shewing a figure of 9,160 ozs. as compared with 
11 ozs. for the previous year. The numnber_of prospectors engaged has augmented to about 150. Further rivers 
g the year have revealed traces of gold in payable quantities. 


Tin. Extensions of the Tin deposit at Bukoba have been found during the year, occurrences having been 
Scovered in outlying creeks. During the year permission was given to export 30 tons of Tin Stone. 


Coal. In Ufipa district an area of 48 square miles has been applied for under an Exclusive Prospecting Licence. 
he samples of coal have been found to be of a good quality, and there are indications of an extensive deposit. Serious 
ork has not yet commenced, the difficulties of transport being under consideration. 


Salt. . The output for the year was slightly less than that for 1924, being due chiefly to lease and claim-holders 
meentrating on the establishment of concrete reservoirs and basins for evaporating plant. 


General. . The output of minerals for the year did not come up to expectations. In some cases, particularly in 
ae to Gold Reef mining, this was mostly owing to the necessity of development work and installation of plant. 
‘ere are indications, however, that 1926 will be a record year in every branch of mining in the Territory.
